THE COLUMN 


THE Astoria Column, dedicated today by the 
Columbia River Historical Expedition is not- 
able among the monuments of the world. 

While it does not rank in size or in cost with many 
monuments and memorials in different countries, the 
fact remains that it is the only large piece of me- 
morial architecture of reinforced concrete finished 
with a pictorial in sgrafitto work. In this it is 
unique in all the world. 

Among monuments of the United States it stands 
out as the only column in this country in which is 
employed the classic design of a great single 
column embellished by a spiral frieze. 

Upon the Pacific coast it stands alone as quite 
the finess monument Which man has erected in 
memory of the past. 


In one particular the Astoria Column is su- 


preme---its situation. 


The world has many taller shafts. Indeed, its! 


height of 123 feet is not to be compared with that 
of many other monuments. 
But so far as we have been able to learn, there 


is no other monument on earth whose tip stands 


763 feet above a great body of tidewater, Certain 
ly there is no one which affords a more magnifi- 
cent prospect. 

Here sea and sky, forest, river, island, headland 
are revealed, An engineer standing on the platform 
of the monument a few days ago declared that in 
the panorama unfurled before him was _ every 
element of physical geography possible in ‘this 
ke, and the artificial reservoirs of 
ystem supply this missing feature. 
ers have decided that nowhere on earth is 
splendid panorama afforded within the city 
limits of a municipality than from Coxcomb Hill--- 
and now the monument has added much to the glor- 
ies offered to the eye, for the prospect from its peak 
exceeds that from its base, as the view from the 
hilltop does the outlook from the city itself. 


In many aspects the Astoria Column may be com- 
pared to the Statue of Liberty in New York harbor. 

Each commands the gateway of a geen ri the 
Statue of Liberty dominating the Hudson, the Great 
River of the East; and the Astoria Column ruling 
over the Columbia, the Great River of the West. 

Each is an inspiration and a pecke: The Statue 
of Liberty beckons to Europe, telling the Old World 
that in New World is a new life and new principles 
of humanity.
